Backed  up  by  the  present  gold 
reaerve.s  and  the  future  gold  pro- 
duction of  the  Briti.sh  Empire, 
Senator  McRac  declared  ui  answer 
to  interrogatloiw,  a  system  of  Im- 
perial currency  would  carry  with  it 
Immediately  the  position  of  leader- 
ship as  a  world  exchange,  attract 
large  sums  of  money  from  all 
nationa  who  were  uneasy  about 
their  deposits  In  their  own  and 
other  countries  st  the  present  time, 
and  might  soon  come  to  be  adopted 
as  the  trade  medium  of  the  world.

Imperial  cturency,  he  said,  was 
regarded  by  a  substantial  body  of 
Canadian  oplnton  as  the  necessary 
comer  stone  of  the  economic  struc- 
ture which  it  was  hoped  to  establish 
at  the  Imperial  Conference.  In 
order  to  accompli.sh  the  objectives. 
General  McRae  declared.  It.  ts 
suggested  that  at  the  Economic 
Conference  Great  Hiitaln  and  the 
Dominions  agree  to  establish  an 
Imperial  bank  or  an  Imperial  gov- 
erning body,  behind  which  will  be 
placed  the  preesnt  geld  rsesrves  In 
Oreat  Britain  and  the  Damlnhms,

It  la  Just  forty  yeara  aineo  OoWwtn  Smith 

wrote  "Canad.i  and  the  Canadian  Qnestlnn  "  At 
that  not  very  remote  date  Canada  a»  a  Jedtra 
tlon  of  Provlncea  waa  Juat  twenty-lif*  yiars  old. 
and  It  la  but  fair  to  Ooldwln  Smith  to  admit  that 
th«  Canadian  Queatlon  wa*  one  upon  wluch 
there  was  some  difference  of  oplnkm.  There  was 
not  very  much  dlfTerence  of  opinion  amonp;  Cana- 
dians. The  prevailing  aentiment  In  the  country 
was  not  favorable  to  the  phUoa6|^lc  optnloiu 
expreaaed  by  Goldwln  Smith,  but  his  book  waa 
widely  read  and  the  CanadUn  Question  waa  very 
generally  dlscusawl.  What  waa  the  Canadian 
Queatlon?  Jt  was  simply,  in  the  language  of  the 
book,  "Whether  the  four  blocks  of  territory  con- 
stituting the  Dominion  can  forever  he  kept  by 
poUtlcal  agencies  united  among  themselves  and 
separate  fruni  their  continent,  of  which,  geo- 
graphically, economically,  and  with  tl»e  «e«pUon 
of  Quebec,  ethnologlcally.  they  are  parts." 

In  1892  Canada'a  population  was  almost 
exactly  one -half  of  what  It  la  today.  Any  one 
who  deairea  to  do  ao  may  nn<;  in  the  Canada 
Year  Book  a  large  array  of  ttgures  showing  the 
character  and  extent  of  the  progreaa  »adt  In 
Otory  Hold,  agricultural.  Industrial,  commercial, 
educational,  since  that  date,  and  no  ope  wm  deny 
that  our  progress  In  all  these  i«fl^*cta  nia  hctn 

mbatantlal.  .  ^  a 

Wlirn  however,  the  next  Issue  of  the  Canada 
Year  Book  appears,  there  wlU  ba  something  to 
raeord  which  wlU  be  much  more  rioqumt  and 
.siRnlftcant  of  Canada's  progress  than  any  tobu- 
laUon  of  production  or  commercial  atatlatics 
eouM  poaattdy  ba.  How  eloquent  and  significant 
of  that  progress  the  Imperial  Conference  to  be 
held  at  OtUwa  this  Rummer  Is  destined  to  be 
oan  b«  adequately  rwOlied  only  by  those  who  can 
recall  from  memory,  or  can  enviaage  by  the  help 
of  imagination,  the  condition  of  things  In  Can- 
ftda  at  Ottnfaderatlon.  Canada  m  those  days  .  on 
slsted  of  the  four  Provlncas  of  Ontario.  Quebec. 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia.  The  Immense 
prairie  country  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the 
Rockies  was  still  a  wilderness  Inhabited  by  rov- 
ing Indian  hunters  and  plainsmen.  There  were 
aoine  few  eettlemenU  of  white  men  In  the  vicinity 
of  the  forts  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  Brit- 
)ih  Columbia  was  a  Crown  Colony  with  a  gov- 
ernment of  Ita  own. 

In  thosf^  dav.s  the  Idea  of  a  Pacinc  railway 
was  in  peoples  minds  and  was  often  spoken  of. 
although  by  many  It  waa  regarded  as  a  pleasant 
but  Idle  dream.  Ooldwln  Smith  thought,  and 
said  with  emphasis,  that  much  of  the  pralne 
country  was  "aa  hopeleaaly  atertle  as  Sahara  it 
was  the  fashion  in  those  days,  among  people  who 
did  not  understand  the  aims  and  spirit  of  the 
Fathers  of  CJonfederatlon.  to  aak  what  was  to  be 
the  political  destiny  of  the  Dominion.  Was  it  to 
be  independence,  or  annexation,  or  ^he  perpetual 
sUtus  of  a  -mere  Imperial  dependency?"  Gold 
will  Smith  wanted  political  union  with  the  Unit- 
ed SUtes,  but  the  great  mass  of  the  Canadian 
people,  with  a  stafular  stubbornness,  were  deter- 
mined to  (arry  on  within  the  Empire,  confident 
that  the  Imperial  connection  waa  vlUl  to  them. 

The  event  has  proved  the  soundness  of  their 
.  InsUnei.  For  many  years  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  occupied  but  a  very  moderate  and 
modest  place  In  world  poUtksa.  Iven  within  the 
Imperial  circle  it  held  a  decidedly  unlmporUnt 
place.  Ita  material  progress  was  slow,  both  ab- 
solutely and  relatively.  In  Canada's  day  of  small 
timiKs  It  would  have  been  regarded  as  fantastic 
m  the  extren^e  to  suggest  that  early  In  the  third 
decade  of  the  twenUeth  century  Canada's  cap- 
ital would  be  the  gathering  place  of  delegates 
from  all  parts  of  the  Empire,  that  the  Con- 
ference of  i^,  iwa.  would  be  looked  uprni  by 
■Uteamen  and  publicists  everywhere  a.s  epoch 
making  in  economic  history,  that  during  Ll\e 
present  Bununer  Ottawa,  Which  in  living  memory 
was  kWMm  as  the  little  lumber  village  of  By- 
town,  would  be  In  a  very  real  sense  the  chief 
capital  of  our  Empire,  for  a  few  weeka  at  least 

The  forthcoming  conference  will  certainly 
mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  In  Inter-Im- 
pcrlal  relations.  As  CanadlaOi  and  cltlaens  of 
the  Empire  we  may  well  ebertsh  a  feeling  of 
pride  and  satlsfacUon  in  the  tact  thut  Canada 
haa  achieved  such  a  high  position  In  the  Im- 
perial family  Fur  a  certain  limited  period  dur- 
ing the  present  Summer  Canada  will  occupy  the 
position  of  primus  Inter  paras  In  the  feneral  as- 
sembly of  the  repreaentatlvea  of  the  Brttiah 
nations.

qptaed  by  the  Women"*  Institute 
movement  and  an  outgrowth  of  the 
Natkmal  Union  of  Equal  Citizen- 
ship. The  guild  offers  to  won.en 
in  the  town.s  an  outlet  lor  their 
energies  and  a  source  of  Interest 
similar  to  that  furnished  nomen  In 
the  rural  districts  by  the  Women's 
Institutes.  Latterly,  oo-operatioa 
had  been  effected  between  the  two 
to  a  certain  extent  In  eonneetlon 
wHh  maitets  fostered  by  the  towns- 
women  and  furnished  with  produets 
by  the  rural  women.

The  motto  of 
the  guild  is:  '^ch  for  ttm  ether 
and  God  for  us  all."
